NOTES FOR BOOTH HOSTS 


In addition to those ANS members who are listed as hosts on the schedule, 
others will come by as time permits. Please welcome them. 

The "Hosts Today" signboard should be kept current. If you are unable to find 
your name in the preprinted group, please create one using the blanks and 
felt pen provided. 

Visitors will be attracted to the booth if the slide show is operating. Slides 
will change automatically every 8 seconds. To change slide racks, depress the 
SELECT control, turn the rack to align the zero slot with the file guide and 
lift the rack. Place new rack on the changer with the zero slot aligned with 
the file guide. Slides will advance automatically. 

Supplies of the various leaflets and flyers should be kept in sight on the front 
table. Please use smallish piles to discourage waste. 

The ANS publications, handbooks and post cards should also be prominently dis¬ 
played. These are for inspection only and should not be removed from the booth 
area. 

Visitors expressing interest in ANS membership should be encouraged to take a 
Membership Information packet which includes an application form. 

Visitors who wish to order Society publications or gift items should be encou¬ 
raged to write directly to the ANS. Please do not write orders or collect money. 

At 5 P.M. closing, please take slide projector unit, books, sign, etc. off the 
front table and store them under the covered table. 

We hope that you will take the time to read the Guide to User Services - it 
contains information which we believe is of interest to those who now frequent 
the Society's collections and library as well as to those who are not at all 
certain how to begin using these great resources.
